Exciting Srenc at Albany— Conkllng and 
Slate tieuatnr lladden. 
N ew Y ork, June 2*lth.—T he Times’ Al­ 
bany special says : An exciting scene occuned 
in the Dtl&van House last uisht. Senator 
Madden met Conklinz in the upper hall and 
extended his hand, which Coukling refused 
to accept. A bi'ter war of words followed. 
Madden answered in severe terms the sarcas­ 
tic language of Conkiing. The trouble arose 
because of certain strictures by Madden upon 
Coukling for re.-igning, which have been pub­ 
lished. After some angrv by-play, Conkiing, 
who was thumping the floor w ith his cane 
and striking his gray beard with his free 
hand, eyed Madden keenly, and then at­ 
tempted to reprove him f r his critiois-ns, and 
particularly for having said that he (Conkiing) 
was here buttonholiug members and soliciting 
their votes. 
Senator Madden blurted out, “ I’m not so 
polite as some men. and perhaps spoke too 
bluntly. I go cross lots instead of going 
around. You don’t suppose I meant that 
you were twisting buttons off men's coats, do 
you Í ” 
The ex-Senator listened, and Platt watted. 
Madden, bold as a lion, did not wait to be 
invited, but kept on : “ You know what 
words un-au. You came hack In-re seeking a 
vindication. 
To say you were buttonholing 
men here may nut have been accurately true, 
but you are here seeking vindication. I sp ke 
of you in public as a man clear through. If 
you think I spoke of you offensively, it is a 
great mistake all the way through.” 
“ But I would not have said such a thing 
of you,” protested Conkiing, aad then be 
turned to go. 
“ I tel! you the truth when I speak,” said 
Senator Madden ; “ and that is more than 
some men have done. You know yourself 
that fourteen long years ago you told me I 
was the only man who dared tell you the 
truth clear through, and I believe it is true 
now.” 
The ex-Senatr-r held out his hard silently, 
and Madden, who is not an unforgiving man, 
took It. 
“ Good night,” said the Senator, as he 
bowed dramatically and joined Platt. 
In spite of the efforts of the stalwarts and 
the Administration leaders to keep the n.em- 
bere here, and almost immediately after so'- 
emn declarations had been made on both 
sides of a determination to stay here ar.d 
fight the battle out, an irresistible desire to 
go home seems to have seized the Legislature. 
The Democrats and Republicans hivs been 
paired and are going home, and it looks as 
though the attendance would soon be greatly 
reduced.

St . L o u is, June 2 1th.—The Republican'.* 
Little Rock advices from the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Indian Nations indicate that af­ 
fairs there have reached a crisis. The cavalry 
at Fort Sill have been ordered to report 
to United States Agent Tuffts at Mu-kozenn, 
to assist, with the Choctaw militia ucder 
Governor Moliurtau. in driving the white in­ 
truders and their s*ock from the nation. All 
persons not Indians or intermarried with In­ 
dians are classed as intruders under the law. 
The Indian militia in camp n-ar Scullyville 
are thirty strong, and will join the United 
States troops at Fort McAllister. The great 
est terror exists. More than 300 families 
are said to have crossed the border in 
the past ten days, having abandoned 
their cabins to the flames, their growi 
crops to destruction and their stock on the 
range. Some whites refuse to leave, claiming 
that they had genuine permits, and will pro­ 
tect themselves, if force is used to eject them 
.Several Texas stock men, who have large 
hetds of cattle in the Chickasaw Nation, 
iiave compromised with Governor Overton, 
by paying him 81 500 for the privilege of 
grazing their stock until July 15th. An ap

Vi Ashington, June 24th.—Inthestar route 
matter yesterday counsel Cook said : “ If 
General Brady is acquitted, no one will re­ 
joice more than I. Indeed, I may go further. 
If any should rejoice more than I, it would 
be the President of the United ¡States, the 
Attorney-General and Postmaster-General. 
They desire to vindicate, by the regular ad­ 
ministration of justice, the United States, 
and to protect interests and maintain and 
perpetuate it in a high and most exalted 
purity. They do not desire even an accusa­ 
tion of any one.

These newspaper 
reports complained of are, of course, a very 
great evil, and it General Brady has been 
wrongfully accused a very great wrong has 
been done him, and be has his remedy in the 
Courts ; but I do not think it is right to en­ 
force the United States in’o an investigation 
prematurely, when the Government is not 


piyi »reu, ana suit more prematurely into tne 
trial of a party who is accused by public 
rumor of this evil. Therefore I do not see 
proper to give the Grand Jury any more 
definite charge than I have already given 
them.” 
Cook—I will say that there will he no diffi­ 
culty in the future.

New Y ork, June 24th.—The Irorlds lxm- 
doti special says : Advices from Koine report 
that there is a deep and widespread auti- 
Prench feeliug throughout the country. The 
riots in Marseilles have angered even those 
public men ami journals which pleaded for 
peace duriDg the Tunis excitement. The 
Radicals go to the length of demanding war, 
and Depretip, the Premier, is being driven 
towards a policy at which the Frenen will be 
prompt to take offense. The failure of the 
Italian attempt to secure a foothold in 
Tripoli, under cover of an expedition 
fitted out for exploring the ancient sites, 
has greatly disappointed the people, and 
merchants in southern ports already cnmplstu 
that the coup in Tunis is taking the valuable 
trade of north Africa to Marseille*. Italy, 
however, has too much to think of at home 
to venture upon an aggressive policy at pres­ 
ent. Besides the loan of 8130.000,000 reonired 
for the resumption of specie payments, money 
is badly needed for the army, and the people 
are clamoring for a reduction of the franchise.

TICHBQRNE AGAIN. 
It will be recollected, says the San Fran­ 
cisco Call, that in the trial of the Orton- 
Tiehborne case it was shown that the body 
of the real Roger was tattooed in a very 
extraordinary manner. General Barnes 
says of his client : “ I asked him to strip 
himself from the waist up, and he did so. 
He was tattooed in a most remarkable 
manner.” A recent article in the New 
York Sun suggests an explanation of the 
tattooed body of Ferris, who has spent 
some time in that city. The Sun article 
contains an interview with a professional 
tattooer, who, in the course of a long con­ 
versation, said : 
“ I have on hand probably one of the 
greatest jobs ever attempted, and the man 
is one of tbe most m3 sterious customers 
I ever had. He is, I should judge, about 
50 years of age, and, being fair complex- 
ioned, the ink takes finely. He comes 
regularly every Sunday, and generally 
brings his designs with him. I enlarge and 
reduce them, as he may desire. He don’t 
seem to be a very pious man, but nearly all 
the tattooing I am doing for him is of a 
religious nature. In his back I have picked 
a picture of the Blessed Virgin, surrounded 
by thirty-three angels. A large representa­ 
tion of the crucifixion is on his breast. 
Then there is a picture of a blind man led 
by a little child toward a precipice, 
and an atigel preventing them from 
falling over. In curious oontrast to this 
he has a cat on one shoulder and a 
rooster on the other. Three mermaids are 
pricked in ono side of him, and his arms 
are covered with religious pictures. I will 
soon be through with him, and I think he 
will be the tatooed man of the world when 
finished. He’s a very uncommunicative 
man. I found out, however, that he’s en­ 
gaged in the tobacco business, can talk 
Spanish as fluently as English, and has 
spent a great part of his life in Peru, He 
told me once, in a burst of confidence, that 
he was born in Massachusetts, and when a 
boy went to South America. When he re­ 
turned he found that his friends had for­ 
gotten him, his relatives were dead, and he 
was a stranger in his Dative land. He 
seemed quite mournful when he said this, 
adding that he would return to Peru imme­ 
diately after the tattooing was completed. 
I found out that he received only a small 
salary in his present business ; so I said, 
one Sunday, ‘ Old man, if I were you I'd 
go into the show business ; with all these 
things ou you, you’d make over §30 a 
week.’ He never said anything to th a t; so 
I asked him what in thunder he intended 
to do, anyhow. ‘You never mind,’ said 
he, shaking his head in a very knowing 
and puzzling manner ; ‘ I’ve got my own 
ideas about this business,’ and that was all 
I got out of him.” 
“ Yon have no idea why ho is getting 
this done?” 
“ Not the ieiBt ; he's a perfect mystery 
to me.”

screen. The material that falls through the 
screen with the water is carried out upon 
broad sluices covered with blankets, aud 
the process then employed is very similar 
to that used in ordinary blanket sluicing- 


A C uriosity.—Captain Godfrey brought 
to town yesterday from h i 3 drift gravel 
mine on Alta Hiil a large block of clay, 
th 6 center of which was a perfectly formed 
bowl of the shape of a crucible of large 
size. The statement that this was dug out 
of the face of the main tunnel, some 120 
or 130 feet below the surface, elicited much 
surprise, and the theories were numerous 
as to how nature went to work to manu­ 
facture such a perfect piece of crockery 
way down in the bowels of the earth. Na­ 
ture, however, had nothing to do with it, 
as it was dono by the giant powder car­ 
tridge, which made the phenomenon none 
the less enriens than if it were a natural 
freak, and it came about in this wise : On 
last Saturday night the workmen were 
driving the tunnel ahead in a body of stiff 
clay, and put in a cartridge to loosen the 
ground. When the explosion took place 
tho ground was loosed around the sides of 
the drift, but in the center was left a big 
block of compact clay, in the center of 
which was this bowl-shaped hole, a foot in 
width and more than that in depth, and 
perfect in its contour, which had been 
chambered by the explosion. The miners- 
when they saw the effect of the shot were 
astonished, as they aaid it looked liko a 
hole sticking out of the face of the drift. 
The clay for a foot around the hole was not 
broken at all. hut outside of that it waB- 
shattered so that it was easily removed. 
It was certainly a curious result from a 
blast.—[Grass Vailex Union, June 21st.

M r. H ale has not a t­ 
tem pted to embellish these stories, as the ac­ 
complished writer knows bo well how to do ; 
his object 
has 
been to show intelligent 
young people hew they may seek for them ­ 
selves 
for 
the 
best 
original 
narra­ 
tives, 
and the best 
historical reading. 
He says that the plan was suggested at the 
Librarians’ Convention in Boston iu 1879. 
“ Every one of the distinguished gentlemen 
3nd ladies, engaged in the administration of 
libraries, who met there made the same com­ 
plaint—th at young people are fed on story­ 
books, aud do not easily find their way to 
more reliable narrative. 
I urged, as best I 
could, the 
preparation, by some of the 
younger literary men, of books which should 
lead the way from story-books to history, by 
showing to the young reader how to pass 
from one to the other, and giving them a 
taste of the original narratives.”

The Friesic literature consists almost exclu­ 
sively of law h inks. 
Friesland a t p resentís 
divided into th e E ista n d W est provinces, em­ 
braced respectively in Hanover and Holland. 
Mr. Cummins intends this volume to aid in 
a speedy and thorough acquisition of the lan­ 
guage by those who interest themselves in 
the study of the old Germanic languages.

F ix r n o t h e P o s i t i o n a s » D i s t a n c e o f 
O b j e c t s b y t h e E y e s .—T nat persons hav­ 
ing the use of one eye only estim ate d is­ 
tances nearly as well as those having tw o 
eyes, is a well known fact. 
W here a per­ 
son has lost the sight of one eye, the 
power of judging hy th e other has to be 
acquired. 
Two things, 
says Professor 
H elm holtz, have hero to be taken into ac­ 
count—first, the appearance of the objects 
in relation to other objects ; secondly, the 
parallax of motion. 
The outlines of the 
more d istant objects are alw ays covered by 
those of the nearer one3 where they cross, 
and hence the difficulty of recognizing th a t 
tho image projected by a convex lens or a 
concave m irror is nearer to th e observirs 
th an the lens or the m irror. 
F urther, the 
object projecting a shadow on any surface 
alw ays lies before th a t surface. 
These 
tw o 
things 
m ake 
up 
the 
appear­ 
ance 
of 
the 
objects, 
and 
they 
are 
rarely overpowered by o th e rs; for ex­ 
ample, stereoscopic combinations, 
as is 
dem onstrated by Dove’s pseudoscope, com­ 
posed 
of 
tw o 
rectangular 
prism s, 
and 
show ing 
to 
each 
eye 
a 
re­ 
flected 
image 
inverted from right to 
left. 
The 
parallax 
of 
m otion 
is 
seen as a sh iftiu g o f the object, especially 
if it is near, on moving the head from 
side to side, or up and down. 
T his cle­ 
m ent also 
overpowers th e stereoscopic 
com bination of the images of th e tw o eyes.

Eccentric and W him sical W ills and Vin­ 
dictive Bequests th a t have 
Puzzled Law yeis 


Ex Governor M cA rthur, of Ohio, died a 
good w hile ago leaving an estate am ount­ 
ing to ?2,000,000, 
which was not to be 
divided until the 
yonngest grandchild 
should reach th e age of 21 years, aud then 
be apportioned equally among the entire 
family. 
T he will was indefinite in an im ­ 
portant particular. The old man neglected 
to say w hether he m eant living grand­ 
children or included those y et unborn. 
Tne executors refused to act under these 
unusual conditions, and the C ounty C ourt 
appointed a trustee to take charge of the 
property. 
F ifty years passed aw ay after 
the old m an’s death, and grandchildren 
continued to be born. 
Finally some of the 
heirs thought 
it about tim e an under­ 
standing was arrived at, and w ent into 
Gonrt, and th e case is still before the 
Courts and grandchildren continue to be 
born. 
The shortest will on record was ad- 
adm itted to probate a t Lewes, Del., in No­ 
vember, 1878, and consisted of eight words : 
“ M rs. 
Blank to have all when I die.” 
The property was considerable, bu t the 
will was not contested. 


w i k i, o p a j i l t k o b a c h e l o r . 
A French m erchant dying more th an a 
century ago left a handsome legacy to a 
lady “ who had, tw enty years before, re­ 
fused to m arry him, in order to express his 
gratitude to her for her forbearance and 
his adm iration for her sagacity in leaving 
to him a happy bachelor life of independ­ 
ence and freedom .” 
E qually cynical is the 
will of L ieutenant Colonel Nash, who be­ 
queathed an annuity of $250 annually to 
the bellringers of Bath Abbey, “ provided 
they should mutile th e bells of said Abbey 
and ring them , w ith doleful accentuation, 
from 8 A. li. to S I’. M. on each succeeding 
anniversary of his w edding day, and d u r­ 
ing th e saíne num ber of hours, only w ith a 
m erry peal, on th e anniversary of th e day 
which released him from dom estic tyranny 
and w retchedness.” 
The records of th e Probate Court will 
show th a t the ruling passion of an eccen­ 
tric genius is frequently strongest in the 
face of death, and th e m ost characteristic 
thing in the life of m any men is their m an­ 
ner of taking leave of it. 
The will of a 
New Y orker who died only a few m onths 
ago is fresh in th e m ind of every newspa­ 
per reader. 
B equeathing all his fortune to 
his nephews and nieces, seven in number, 
he decretd th a t they were to share it 
equally aud on no account to go to law 
ahout it, on pain of forfeiting their respect­ 
ive rights. 
“ I strictly enjoin my execu­ 
to rs,” continued the will, “ to hold a pub­ 
lic sale, a t which m y seventy.one pairs of 
trousers Bhall be sold, aud I wish no one 
purchaser to have more th an ot e pair. 
I 
desire th a t these garm ents shall in no way 
be exam ined or m eddled with, b ut be dis­ 
posed of as they are found at the tim e of 
my d e ath .” 
As the testa to r had alw ays 
been inore or less eccentric in his ways no 
one expressed surprise a t these singular 
clauses, which were religiously carried out. 
The sale was held, the seventy-one pairs of 
trousers were sold to seventy-one different 
purchasers. 
One of these, in exam ining 
the pockets, discovered in the fob a packet 
of some kind closely sewed up. 
H e lost 
no tim e in cutting th e thread, aud was re­ 
w arded by a bundle of bank notes repre­ 
senting $1,000. 
T he news soon spread, 
and each of th e others found himself pos­ 
sessed of a sim ilar am ount. 
As may be 
supposed, all were well satisfied except the 
hens, who could not find redress at law, 
th a t common resource beiDg prohibited.

spot. 
K now ing w hat 1 know of th e Irish 
character, my conviction is th a t w ith these 
m aterials given, they w ill not fail to de- 
ttro y each other, and when, in th e course 
of tim e, th e race becomes exterm inated, 
this neighborhood a t least m ay, perhaps, 
he colonized by civilized and respectable 
Englishm en.” 
BEQUEATHING A FORTUNE TO A FACE.

High Wheat 
Freights Another Y ear- 
Bright Prospects for the Future— 
Cotton Exposition—Etc. 


W ant of cheap and ample tonnage to carry 
our wheat to market has been one of the 
greatest drawbacks to general prosperity in 
this State for the last year. In consequence 
of this condition of things the wheat crop of 
th e year of 18S5-81, though the largest and 
best ever produced in the State, has brought 
but very little profit to our farmers and 
added bat very little general wealth to the 
State. The ocean carriers are about the cn.y 
classes that have been ma terially benefited. 
Notwithstanding it is well known in commer­ 
cial channels the world over that there are 
large quantitities cf old wheat still in the 
State waiting facilities to rtaeh a market, 
and notwithstanding it is equally well known 
that another medium harvest at least is being 
gathered, wo see it announced that there is 
not 
an 
available 
wheat carrying vestel 
in the port of San F;aneisco. This is cer­ 
tainly not a very enc.uraginq outlook for 
California wheat-growera, but it brings for­ 
ward in a mo.->t f reible manner the necessity 
for opening up new and shorter commercial 
roads between the Pacific coast of the west 
ern ana Atlantic coast of the eastern conti­ 
nent. 
Commercially, the worid is interested 
in the consummation of this object, but here 
the general or common intert.-t ends. The 
agricultural producers of the Pacific coast 
are the only agriculturists on either continent 
whose interests will be directly or indirectly 
subserved by a more speedy and cheaper 
freight route for their produce to market. 
T h : farmers of all Europe, and especially 
the farmers of Great Britain, are already suf­ 
fering from competition with the farmers of 
the United State-, and when the agricultural 
products of the Pacific coast are brought as 
near their doors, as are now the farm pro­ 
ducts of Obi . and Illinois, by a ship canal 
or ship railway across 
the Isthmus of 
Darien or Tehuantepec, or both, and the 
completion and equipment of the Southern 
Pacific It'dIro.id for carry ing wheat in bulk 
to the Gulf of Mexico, their real suffering 
will but just have oomu eaced. Could Cali­ 
fornia have enjoyed the same advantages 
that Illinois has for the last ten years, as to 
time in transit and cheapness of putting her 
wheat crop into the European markets, what 
would have been the financial ben. fits to our 
farmers, and what the corresponding depres­ 
sion on Briti-h agriculture no man can de­ 
termine, hut we can plainly see that it would 
have lwen a bonanza to tin- former, and pretty 
near death, sotar as profi‘8 of wheat culture 
are conu;rne.1, to the latter. Wheat culture 
in our State would have been greatly stimu­ 
lated, the ..rea 
cultivated 
would 
have 
been greatly advanceo, and the amount pr>- 
duced very much increased, ami nil our otner 
resources would have been developed in pro­ 
portion. 
The completion of the overland 
railroad by -he Central Pacific route made 
the connection of a commercial r ad around 
the world, and placed us on the line of that 
road, and thus brought us so much nearer 
the centers oi commerce and population ; but 
by opening np a new route for the import and 
export of light and costly.goods it actually 
worked a disadvantage t > our wheat-growing 
interests by rendering it more difficult f r 
wheat-carrying vessels to get freight towards 
California, and making it necessary for them 
to charge higher freights from our ports. 
For the first substantial íelief fr <m this un­ 
favorable position °ur wbeat-growers must 
lo k to 
the 
Southern* Pacific Kaiiroad 
and shipping from its terminus on the Gulf 
of Mexico to Europe. 
Jf In addition to 
shortenin ' the distance to market for our 
wheat, facili ; - shall be afforded for convey­ 
ing grain rn b n l t by this route, even though 
the actual freight charges are not red u ced be­ 
low the p re se n t average freight b y sea, a great 
gain to o u r I; rrners will have been effected.

P trm anent Fence for Tule Lands 
• The first fences built in the tule lands,of 
this State were generally made by digging 
ditches, from two to three feet deep, and 
usitgi the sod and earth, thus excavated all on 
one side of the ditch as an embankment. The 
excavation and embankment together make 
quite a formidable barrier rr fence to turn 
stock. It was soon found, however, that the 
sides of the ditches caved in aud the embank­ 
ment fell down and was worn and knocked 
dotvn by stack, and cattle made their way 
over and across it, and what was at first 
a pretty good farm became worthless. These 
old ditches have been tilled up as above, and 
by sediment, till but few can now be found. 
Ail post-and-rail fences built in the tules have 
proved equally valueless the water acting 
against the boards works the posts loose and 
all ri-e, and p sts and boards d lat away to- 
gethfr. Wire fences, made of redwood or other 
posts set in the ground in the ordinary way. 
by digging or boring holes and tramping 
earth about the poets, and then fastening on 
the wire, have proved about as useless. The 
posts finally get loose and float off, earn ing 
the wire with them. These posts have In en 
anchored by fastening cross-bars to them be­ 
low-ground, and by enlarging tbe tests be­ 
low ground by various devices, butall these ex­ 
pedients have not answered tiie purpose of 
making the fence permanent and reliable. 
Finally driving the posts has been resorted 
to wiih promise of success. It is found that 
by driving the posts into the ground when 
moist, the eartli pi esses against them so 
firmly as to hold them to their places even 
when th- water rises ten and fifteen feet over 
them. Posts driven in this way, say sixteen 
to twenty feet apart, 
and 
barbed wire 
stretched tightly along them, makes a very 
go d and permanent fence for tule lands. To 
prevent bur;.ing by tule fires in the fall of the 
year, the tu'es should be cut a few feet on 
either side the fence and burned. Such a 
fence may be rendered still more permanent 
aud safe by setting cottonwoods or willows 
between the posts and fast; ning the wire to 
these. This will make a live and permanent 
fence in the tule lands.

INTERESTING OREGON. 


A LETTER ABOUT VIL LARD, THE TRANS­ 
PORTATION MANAGER. 


And About 
Dr. Whitman’s Story—The 
Wool Clip—Crop Prospects— 
Portland—Politics. 


P o r t l a n d (Or.), June 20, 188!. 
On the North Pacific m atters have pro­ 
gressed so fast daring the two years past 
that one who has been absent knows 
hardly where or how to commence to 
look for the good old times when the 
O. S. N. Company was king of Colum­ 
bia river transportation, and Ben Holladay 
was trying to be a railroad magnate. 
About two years ago the then little known 
Henry Villard came out to look things 
up in his own interest. 
Before that he 
had been the representative of the Ger­ 
man bondholders who had been relieved 
of their spare cash by the California syn­ 
dicate th at engineered Holladay’s railroad 
fortunes, and it is to be presumed th at in 
his management of the Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia Railroad and the Kansas Pacific 
road for the same parties, the ex-newspaper 
reporter had won Eome distinction and 
made some money. 
He had conceived the 
tremendous project to buy ont and control 
all tbe t ransportation interests of the North 
Pacific region, and commenced by putting 
up the game that resulted in getting hold 
of the ocean steamship line and the river 
routes of the Oregon Steam Navigation 
Company, including the two portage rail­ 
roads, the W alla W alla and Columbia 
lliver Railroad, and the canal aiql locks on 
the W illamette at Oregon City. 


a c c o m p l is h m e n t . 
Two years have not yet expired, or have 
only just expired, aud to-day this man and 
his friends control all the interests named, 
and the still greater enterprise of the N otth 
Pacific Railroad has succumbed to his strat­ 
egy. 
They also control the Oregon and 
California road, the narrow-gauge roads in 
this valley, the steamboats on Puget Sound, 
and have additional heavy steamers coming 
out from the East to serve as colliers ann 
freighters between Puget Sound and any­ 
where else. 
These same men owu the best 
coal mines on the Sound, the railroad from 
Seattle to the mines, and through the Qre- 
gon Improvement Company are getting 
hold of such outside m atters as above 
stated, building flumes in- the upper coun­ 
try, buying everything th at appears to 
have any money iu it ; and while they are- 
pretty sure to push ahead the growth and 
development of this region, will drain off 
ail the profits of it to swell their fortunes 
elsewhere. 
I t seems a pity that men can­ 
not own and control all these matters and 
live amoDg us and keep the profits of these 
euterprises circulating aud growing here ; 
but so it is. 
Oregon and W ashington will 
bear the relation to New York of a captive 
province of the old Roman Empire, gov­ 
erned and robbed to fill the coffers of its 
foreign rulers. 


VILLARD S CAREER 
Has certainly been phenomenal. 
He had 
the brains to plan, and liis friends gave 
him their cash. 
His inotto has been au­ 
dacity— “ touj-urs l'audace.” 
In Janu­ 
ary, 18S0, the announcement was made 
that it would be indispensable for this 
company to control all the transportation 
on the North Pacific, and presto, change ! 
the trick has been openly played before all 
the world and the came made in eighteen 
months or less. 
We haven’t anytliing 
worth while to say about transportation. 
There are a few- little st.am ers running on 
the lower rivers, probably because there is 
good sense in allowing some Euch to ply 
on s ort, unimportant routes ; but whether 
we wish to travel by sea, by river, or by 
land, we are at the mercy of Henry Villard 
unless we go afoot. 
It remains to be seen 
how be will use this immense pow er; and 
if he preserves the moderation th at has 
characterized his management of the Ore­ 
gon and California Railroad for years past, 
he will deserve general respect, and there 
is no reason to say he will not. 
Since the 
transfer of the interests of the Oregon 
Steam Navigation Company, freights on 
the Columbia--products seeking m arket— 
have been materially reduced. 
There was 
plenty of room for it, for the old corpora 
tiori certainly ta d no soul, and had a long 
purse to till. 


CROP PROSPECTS. 
Some think the reduction wa6 made to 
encourage farmers in the upper country to 
put in crops, because there was great dis 
couragement in all the region east of the 
Cascades, with wheat fluctuating from 
30 to 40 cents a bushel, and the producers 
had not faith to believe the prospects 
could improve enough to encourage pro­ 
duction without some red notion on the 
heavy charges for transportation. 
The 
crop prospects form an important item in 
the calculations of both railroads and peo­ 
ple. 
The present prospect through all 
Washington 
and Oregon is 
only fair. 
Sm thern 
Oregon 
will 
have nothing 
extra, 
but 
that 
portion 
of 
the 
¡átate figures 
more 
in 
sheep, 
cattle 
and horses than in 
w h eat; th¡3 val­ 
ley will have a fair yield, but the early, or 
fall-sown grain, was hurt by cold, frosty 
weathei, with strong aud blighting north 
wind, th at lasted through the greater por­ 
tion of May ; which the free rainfall of the 
last twenty-five days lias not altogether 
compensated for. 
These raius have ex­ 
tended to the interior, and done a great 
deal of good everywhere, and through 
much of all this northern region the spring 
wheat, if it ripens well, will considerably 
outyield the fall wheat. 
But it cannot be 
expected that W estern Oregon will pro­ 
duce inore than iu 1S80. 
So far this year 
(since August last) scarce 
more 
than 
half 
a million bushels of wheat have 
come from east of the Cascades. 
But 
with good crops and reasonable prices they 
will have some old wheat and much new 
to ship the year to come, so that the Col­ 
umbia river ¡nay be put down as needing 
230,000 tons of shipping for the comÍDg 
harvest year. 
The treight question has a 
terrible significance, and our people con­ 
sider the m atter with great apprehension, 
hoping for some relief through the South­ 
ern Racitic Railroad, via the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico, should it realize in season through con­ 
nection with the Gulf and carry out its 
promise of opening an outlet in th at direc­ 
tion. 
W hatever can relieve the freight 
market in California will incidentally favor 
us, as we have to look to San Francisco 
for part of our tonnage, as not enough 
comes direct to the Columbia river. 


•THE WOOL CL1F 
Of the Columbian region may not much 
exceed the yield of 1880, but prices are 
well held up, better than we expected a 
month since, ranging from 20 to 30 cents. 
The wools east of the Cascades are well 
bred, but are not clean. W illam ette wools 
are greatly 
grown on 
summer-fallow ; 
Umpqua ranges are on an oak nill region, 
made naturally for sheep, and its fleeces 
command the highest prices. 
The range is 
IS to 24 cents for Eastern, 20 to 27 cents 
for Valley and 28 to 31 cents for Umpqua. 
That will explain to many the wool quota­ 
tions from the north. 
Umpqua wools are 
really fine, but probably the eastern Hocks 
raise as choice a quality, except for the 
shrinking caused by the presence of dirt 
and santl, making them very heavy. 
It is 
nothing unusual to hear of Eastern Oregon 
flocks averaging 9 pounds to the fleece, 
while valley flocks may not average over 
6 pounds, and the probabilily is th at val­ 
ley and Umpqua wool is really cheapest to 
the buyer, who has to pay freight overland 
on a large proportion of dirt when wools 
are heavy aud shrink. 


PORTLAND. 
This city is on th9 eve of a municipal 
election, and the clans are electioneering 


with all their might. I t is to be a so-called 
independent movement, led by the Oreyon- 
ian on one part, and tfie regu'ar Kepubli 
can organization on the other. The so-called 
Independent Republicans hare this time 
captured the Democracy, or at least have 
got the daily Democratic organ with them 
for the election of D. P. Thompson, the 
present Mayor, who wants to be re-elected 
as the way to the Governorship, but who 
tbinks he cannot again geflthe regular Re­ 
publican nomination, so he has put up the 
other job. Jo Simon, of a leading law firm, 
is the regular nominee, which was antici­ 
pated. 
Simon is a Hebrew by birth ; is a 
rather popular man with the boys, and has 
been loDg talked of for Mayor. 
For my 
part I don’t see what either of them want 
ot it, as there is no money in it. 
Thomp 
run has lots of coin, made when United 
States Deputy Surveyor; 
and 
Simon, 
though not rich, cannot be Dcor with his 
position at the bar. 
It wiil be a close 
nug, and depends something on hosr much 
money they throw into the struggle. That 
is the present “ tempest in a teapot ” that 
rages here, bnt we shall probably survive 
in peace. 
Thompson has made a good 
Mayor, but while republics are proverbially 
so ungrateful it is not easy to sec what tiie 
result will be. 
DP- whitman’s story. 
The R ecord-U nion has in the past pub­ 
lished the current 6tory of how l)r. W hit­ 
man saved Oregon. 
W hen the Californian 
magazine started and was in search of 
“ contents ” your correspondent furnished 
a sketch oí the old-time missionary's go­ 
ing to Oregon in IS3ti with his family aud 
others, and how he returned to the States 
in mid-winter, 1S42, to do what he could 
to counteract the schemes of the Hudson 
Bay Company and prevent any treaty dis­ 
posing ot Oregon to Great Britain. 
He 
returned 
in 
1S43 
at 
the 
head 
of 
a large emigration, that opened roads 
to the Columbia river and practically- 
settled the occupation of \h e country in 
favor of Americans. 
He also went to 
Washington immediately on his arrival, 
and, failing to make any impression on 
W ebster, Secretary of State, managed to 
enlist President Tyler’s strong interest in 
favor of Oregon, and got his promise that 
notning should be done in the way of trails- 
fers if a caravan could be successfully 
piloted across the nlains the succeeding 
year. 
Mrs. R F. \ i tor came out in the 
Californian with rather au unnecessary 
sneer at W hitman, and at any claim that 
could be made that he ever had any in­ 
fluence, or th at euch a man could have had 
such influence, which was unkind in view 
of the fact th at W hitman afterwards be­ 
came a marty r at the hands of the Cavuse 
Indians, and th at this claim for his ser­ 
vices never had been asserted by him, but 
was afterwards made 
by liis 
friends. 
W hitman was a man as remarkable for 
modesty as for worth and courage. 
He 
may not have actually saved Oregon from 
becoming British territory, but he did 
much that tended that way, and the coun­ 
try was saved. 
His missionary associates 
say he made his mid-winter terrible “ jour­ 
ney across the continent with that purpose 
chitfly, hearing the Hadson Bay Cum- 
pany’s men boast that the country- would 
soon be theirs ; and lie did certainly pilot 
back a large emigration and deserved great 
praise for his display of courage and 
patriotism.” 
In a bock w ritten about Oregon, called 
“ The Great River of 'h e W est,” Mrs. 
Victor had herself accepted the story of 
W hitman being the savior of Oregon, and 
fully indorsed it, so there was some stulti­ 
fication iu the after denial. 
Not satisfied 
with closing the pages of the magazine 
against reply, the lady entered the field of 
Oregon journalism and denounced as a 
falsifier the fellow-missionary of Whitman 
—W. H. G ray—who has written iu reply 
a series of papers, iu which he effectually 
routs his lady antagonist and sustains him­ 
self ably, while he contributes some im­ 
portant facts of Oregon history for the 
benefit of coming time. 
It may be too much to claim that W hit­ 
man actually prevented the transfer of 
Oregon,, but liis own assertion to his associ­ 
ates was that W ebster told him he was tco 
late to prevent it ; that it was “ about 
traded off for a c-id-fishery. ” 
Mr. Gray 
proves much in W hitman’s favor and fully 
sustains the positions assaulted by Mrs. 
Victor, and if that lady has suffered in the 
conflict we have satisfaction in seeing im ­ 
portant facts of history called out, and the 
claims for l)r. W hitman sufficiently sus­ 
tained to satisfy his friends and do honor 
to his memory.

THE PRISON INVESTIGATION. 


A t a meeting of the Board of State 
Frison Directors 
at 
San 
Quentin on 
Thursday, W arden Ames stated that many 
serious charges 
had been made in the 
press against the 
management of 
the 
prisoD, and requested an investigation. 
T h e Board then passed resolutions to the 
effect that a committee of three be ap* 
pointed to ask Governor Perkins to cause 
the prison management to be thoroughly 
investigated, and also to £ppoint an expert 
to examine the books, records and accounts 
of the institution. 
The Governor, it is 
nnderstood, will forthw ith appoint a Com­ 
mittee of Investigation, and a thorough 
inquiry will be made into the charges pre­ 
ferred against the management, and pre­ 
sumably into the general condition of the 
prison, and the opportunities for reform 
J? im n W by the existing situ tiou. 
. 


Recently some one wrote to the Nation 
from St. Louis, alleging that in that city 
there was a manifest decline of culture ; 
that no books were bought or read save 
novels ; that the higher class of magazines 
were no longer kept by the dealers ; and 
that generally speaking there was no in­ 
tellectual progress, but rather a stagna­ 
tion. 
This very gloomy account of the 
condition of St. Louis has caused the ques­ 
tion of the decline of culture to be dis­ 
cussed to some extent, and it is curious to 
see how radically different are many of the 
views entertained on the subject. 
A part 
of these differences is no doubt due to the 
various interpretations given to the word 
culture, and to the variety of the methods 
employed for its promotion. 
In order to 
make an adcauate estimate, however, it 
is necessary to settle this point in ad­ 
vance, and for the purpose of the inquiry 
it may be assumed th at when intellectual 
progress is spoken of w hat is meant is 
t le tendency of the people towards higher 
e lucaiion ; the prevalence of a desire to 
u aderstand the phenomena of life better; 
a -d impatience of the frivolities who'e 
general popularity denotes a low state cf 
mental energy. 
The American people have for a long 
time displayed serious anxiety in regard to 
education. 
They have tried hard to se­ 
cure the best th at could be had for their 
children. 
They have spent freely and 
even lavishly upon schools. 
They have 
built up a school system which, unfor­ 
tunately, they long believed to be nearly 
perfect. 
Larger experience has shown 
this belief to be erroneous. 
Tne practical 
tests of after life have revealed many flaws 
in the system. 
In fact of late years it has 
been 
asked 
with 
increasing emphasis 
whether this American educational system 
really educates. 
And the answer is that 
to a g riat extent it fails to educate ; that 
it usually leaves little more than a sm atter­ 
ing of knowledge behind it—so feeble a 
smattering th at it is very often rubbed off 
and lost completely in a few years of busy 
world-labor. 
Now an educational system 
which doss not so rouse and invigorate the 
intellect as to make the further acquisition 
of knowledge as necessary to the mind as 
daily food is to the body, must be set 
down as a virtual failure. 
A course of 
physical gymnastic which did not develop 
the muscles and toughen and supple the 
limbs would be certainly regarded as a fail­ 
ure ; and a course of intellectual gymnas­ 
tic which leaves the miud as flaccid, 
inert and unambitious as it found it, is not 
lues a defeat of all the more im portant 
purposes involved. 
But it must be admitted that th¡3 is the 
case with the present educational system. 
It is a seedless and rootless system. 
It 
implants no aspirations, cultivates no in­ 
tellectual discipline, but leaves the mind 
fallow. 
And we see the results iu society. 
There is, of course, a definite amount of 
intellectual 
activity 
observable. 
Our 
pre ses pour forth new books in appa­ 
rently 
interminable 
quantities. 
New 
periodicals and journals are constantly 
being launched. 
Literary circles seem to 
be full of life and health. 
Libraries, free 
and otherwise, abound more and more. 
Undoubtedly there is a progress which 
caa be measured. 
The standard of excel­ 
lence in the matter furnished by the press 
has been slowly but appreciably growing 
during the past twenty years. 
The field 
of the higher intellectual aims and emo­ 
tions has been as steadily expanding. The 
ever present restless ambition of tbe Amer­ 
ican character to be climbing higher has 
produced 
its norma! 
consequences in 
these and many other respects. 
It is not 
at all true that there has been a decline 
of culture, in fact. 
The tendency has bee n 
distinctly forward, despite all manner of 
checks and obstacles, for although our 
educational system is very defective it 
still produces positive good, in so far as it 
produces any effect, and it helps the 
finer organizations to the beginnings of that 
self-culture which is tbe one means of 
import nt advances under the existing 
conditions. 
The system is in fact much better than 
none at all, but when this has been said, 
and when allowance has been ma le for all 
the real progressive tendencies observable, 
it is necessary to point ont that there is 
still no reason for rejoicing, inasmuch as 
the appreciable intellectual growth of the 
country is lamentably slow and languid, 
and seems as yet to touch but a very small 
percentage of the entire nation. The truth 
is that a superficial survey of our educa­ 
tional and literary appliances is very apt to 
mislead the observer. 
Our newspapers, 
our libraries, our great publication houses, 
dazzle and confuse. 
I t is only when a 
cool comparison is made between the ex­ 
tent of the field and the extent of the de­ 
mand that we can see how very far from 
filling the field the demand is. Take forex- 
ample the daily press. Statistics show’ that 
not more than one person in forty reads a 
newspaper, and yet it might seem that 
the press was everywhere. 
Compared 
to other kinds of 
literature indeed it 
is everywhere. 
Take the example of 
a popular book. 
It 
would 
be 
hard 
to find a better instance than “ Uncle 
Tom s Cabin.” Not an intellectual work, 
but a story, and therefore appealing to the 
widest circle. 
Now the sale of “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” which was unprecedented, 
and considered enormous, reached some­ 
thing like 200,000 copies. 
Viewed by it­ 
self that looks like a very large distribu­ 
tion ; but when it is remembered th at this 
book had practically a field of not less than 
70,000,000 souls (for th at field embraced 
all the English-speaking peoples), it will 
be perceivfed that after all the sale was not 
marvelous. 
If we examine the distribu­ 
tion of other and less popular because more 
intellectual books, we shall fiad that their 
average sale is almost absurdly small. 
Here, in a nation of 50,000,000, a book is 
thought to have an unusually great vogue 
if it reaches a sale of 10,000 ; and scores 
of books never get beyond the second or 
third thousand, while yet other scores, and 
these in many cases the most important, 
are purchased only by the hundred. 
The rapid and general introduction of 
free libraries has stimulated reading, no 
doubt, but so far it appears to have exer­ 
cised its principal effect upon novel-read­ 
ing. 
Some increase of more solid reading 
there must be, but it is not considerable. 
We find also a disposition in many quar­ 
ters to organize societies for mntual cult­ 
ure. 
These associations are far more nu­ 
merous than is generally understood. They 
do some good, hot it is to be feared that 
tv ere k 
■■ • 
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about most of them. 
Chautauqua Circles, 
and Shakespeare and Goethe and Dante 
and Hegel Clubs, are good in conception, 
but we have not much faith in the depth 
or permanence of a culture which is ac­ 
quired by spasmodic application, and which 
Í9 not the outcome of a genuinely intel­ 
lectual life. 
They may lead to the latter, 
and this is perhaps their chief service. 
But it is dangerous to take them for evi­ 
dences of real and permanent intellectual 
progress. 
Self-culture demands an amount of hard 
and serious work which very few who 
have gone through the current euperficial 
educational course 
have 
the 
courage 
for. 
There is no mental climbing to be 
done without training, and unhappily 
that most indispensable preliminary is 
wanting among us. 
We have plenty of 
energy, plenty of ambition, and plenty of 
patience. 
But the defective nature of the 
initial teaching puts onr young men and 
women at a great disadvantage, and in a 
majority of cases indisposes them to any 
further intellectual exertion. 
And thus it 
is that despite the appearances of broad 
and quite general mental progress, the real 
advance Í9 very limited, and the masses 
remain in a torpid aud apathetic condition, 
as before. 
In short if it be necessary to 
the well being and permanence of demo­ 
cratic government th at a general intelli­ 
gence and quickness of apprehension should 
be diffused among tbe whole population, 
then it must be realized th at hitherto 
the experiments in that direction have 
been attended with but a comparatively 
small measure of success, and that the 
problem of the advancement of the people 
is yet virtually unsolved. 
The great ques­ 
tions of the age are really discussed by a 
very narrow circle. 
Our literature occu­ 
pies a very small area, taking the whole 
field into account. 
Journalism does not 
touch more thau half the people, directly 
or indirectly. 
Aud there remains a large 
element of political power which is unin­ 
fluenced by reason, unswayed by intelli­ 
gence, unguarded by culture, but open to 
all the sinister and capiicious influences 
whiclrare liable to affect Ignorance, under 
whatever conditions found. 


THE UNIVBRSIIY. 
We understand that some members of 
the Board of Regents Of the State Uni­ 
versity complain that the press has used 
its influence to embarrass and prevent 
wiiat they claim to be a work of necessary 
reform and reorganization in that institu­ 
tion. 
These members say th at they have 
at heart only the best interests of the Uni­ 
versity : that they have had to choose be­ 
tween reorganization and dry-rot ; but 
that just when they had made up their 
minds to changes which were really indis­ 
pensable, the very journals which had 
always supported the cause of higher edu­ 
cation turned upon and denounced them. 
If this complaint is well grounded, it is 
very much to be regretted that so serious 
a misunderstanding should have arisen. 
But wo cannot allow the Regents to put 
the responsibility for any mistakes of the 
kind upon the shoulders of the press. The 
direct and only cause of misapprehension 
in this matter is the mischievous rule of 
secrecy which the Regents have adopted. 
We have repeatedly warned them that this 
rule was certain to bring them iuto dilfi 
cuities sooner or later, but they would not 
alter their policy. 
They therefore have no 
one bat themselves to blame for the pres 
ent state of affairs, and it is necessary that 
they should realize this, or even now 
they cannot save themselves from further 
trouble. 
There are no reasons sufficiently cogent 
to outweigh the plain aud obviou3 objec­ 
tions which lie against the rule of secrecy. 
We are familiar with the arguments em­ 
ployed in justification of the course, but 
against them ail we have only to set tbe 
liability to just such misunderstandings as 
are now alleged, to demonstrate the fatal 
imprudence of withholding the actual facts 
from the public. 
The Regents who now 
complain that leading journals like the 


R e c o rd -U n io n have turned against and 
thw arted them, do not appear to remem­ 
ber 
that 
they themselves deliberately 
agreed to withhold from the press the 
very facts which could alone have vindi­ 
cated the proposed new departure. 
In 
adopting this course the Board threw the 
press and the public back upon the only 
guide to opinion remaining available, and 
that was, the external indications. 
Now 
it will have to be admitted by every un­ 
prejudiced witness that these external in­ 
dications justified but one conclusion, and 
that was the conclusion that the Board was 
actuated by partisan political motives in 
making removals from the Faculty and 
otherwise. 
It is uonsense for the Regents to pretend 
that the press and public ought to have 
known better than to suspect them of any 
such intentions. 
We have been asked if 
the names of the majority of the mem­ 
bers are not sufficient guarantees against 
any such suspicions, and we are obliged in 
candor to reply th at they are not sufficient 
guarantees. 
On the contrary, several of 
the members are veteran politicians, and 
there are very few of them who are be­ 
yond the suspicion of partisan motives if 
sufficient temptation existed. 
The truth 
is that the opinion the Regents appear to 
entertain of themselves ib not the opinion 
ths public entertains of them, in many 
im portant respects, and it is necessary that 
they should understand this too, if they 
desire to avoid further blunders and fail­ 
ures. 
The plain fact is th at they are not 
a body of men so entirely removed from 
worldly temptations and selfish interests 
that the public would be willing to confide im­ 
plicitly in their judgment and impartiality. 
And as no other kind of body than this 
ideal one could be trusted to act in secrecy 
all the time, it is clearly impossible that 
the actual Regents should have escaped 
doubt and mistrust. 
Their great mistake has been in thinking 
that they could govern a public institution 
without the consent and concurrence of 
the people. 
As regards tbe press they 
seem to have entertained very extraordi­ 
nary ideas. 
They appear to have thought 
that journals which believed in the higher 
education would necessarily support Qiem 
without knowing what they were doing, 
and would even defend them without brief 
in case they were attacked. 
This was a 
very’ unfortunate and extraordinary delu­ 
sion, and we find it difficult to understand 
how practical business men could ever have 
fallen into so palpable an error. 
The press 
stands ready to defend what it knows to 
be just and right, but assuredly it is not 
prepared to take on trust the policy of 
fallible mortals who decline to give their 


reasons for what they are doing, and 
whose 
proceedings, on their face, are 
plainly suspicious. 
The Regents have pursued a most un­ 
fortunate course for the interests of the 
University, in fact. 
They refused to take 
into their confidence those who could have 
helped and vindicated them, and now- they 
complain of the natural results of their 
own obstinate reticence. 
They have shown 
themselves to be very poor managers, and 
they have no right to find fault with any­ 
one, even though the most serious mis­ 
understandings may have arisen. 
There 
is only one infallible method of avoiding 
misconstruction, and that is to tell the 
real truth, and all the truth, at all times. 
Had the Regents done this instead of 
shutting themselves up and affecting a 
mystery about their intentions, they would 
not have entangled then.selves iu the 
difficulties which now threaten to defeat 
all attem pts at rehabilitating the Univer­ 
sity. 
Let us hope th at experience will 
teach them better methods for the future. 


THE RIVAL RAILROADS. 


The proceedings by which Jay Gould has 
endeavored to stay tha progress of the 
Southern J’acific Railroad through New 
Mexico are more suggestive of that legal 
brigandage which James Fiske Junior was 
so fond of, aud which he practiced so often 
and so successfully with the aid of venal 
Judges, than of the course of honest and 
upright railroad builders. 
The land grant 
of the Texas and Pacific Company in New 
Mexico was allowed to lie unclaimed for 
years. 
The company had, so far as equity 
is concerned, forfeited the grant, for it 
had not fulfilled the conditions of the grant 
on its part. 
The Government undertook 
to give it a certain amount of land if it 
would build a railway. 
It agreed to build 
the railway. 
It did not build the railway. 
Apparently it had abandoned the proj-ct. 
The Southern Pacific Company, on its side, 
•began to build eastward to meet the Texas 
and Pacific. 
W hen it reached Arizona it 
found that the Texas and Pacific was 
still 
far 
off, 
in Texas, 
and 
that 
it 
was 
making no progress. 
The South­ 
ern 
Pacific 
could 
not, 
after 
build­ 
ing several 
hundred 
miles 
of 
road, 
afford to stand still in the middle of the 
desert. 
It was compelled to seek tide­ 
water and a market. 
So, relying upon 
the United States statutes, which give free 
permission to all corporations to build rail­ 
roads and secure the right of w’ay over all 
public lands, it went forward. 
And now, 
when it is in the middle of New Mexico, 
The Texas and Pacific, suddenly awaken­ 
ing to a remembrance that it surveyed a 
line in th at neighborhood some ten years 
ago, and that it was given or promised cer­ 
tain lands it it would build the railroad 
which it never built, comes forward and 
coolly asks the Courts to enjoin the South­ 
ern Pacific from proceeding further, and 
not content wfith this, demands that all 
the work of the Southern Pacific already 
done in New Mexico, including its prop­ 
erty in rails, equipments, depots, etc., 
be handed ovor to the claimant. 
A more 
impudent 
and 
baseless 
demand 
was 
never 
made. 
The 
Southern 
Pacific 
would have had the right to go on and 
build its road even if the present claims of 
the Texas and Pacific to ths alleged land 
grant had been as complete as they really 
are invalid. 
But even if the Southern 
Pacific were a trespasser, that circumstance 
would give the lawful owners of the land 
no claim upon the property of the in­ 
truding corporation. 
The fact is, however, 
that the Texas and Pacific has no standing 
in equity. 
W hatever the Courts may 
hold, 
it 
is 
clear th at 
that 
corpora­ 
tion 
forfeited the land grant by neg­ 
lecting 
to 
fulfill 
the 
conditions 
on 
which 
it 
was 
made. 
For it 
now 
to assert that it will neither build the road 
itself nor permit any other company to 
buiid it, is alike irrational aud inde­ 
fensible. 
Jay Could evidently seeks to 
bar tbe path of the Southern Pacific to 
the Gulf. 
He has entered the field with 
the distinct purpose of obtaining the 
control 
of 
the 
routes 
to 
the 
P a­ 
cific. 
There 
can 
be 
no 
doubt that 
scruples will not deter him, and that he 
will use all the influenco his great capital 
gives him to crush out opposition. 
But in 
the present case he has pitted himself 
against men who are not less resolute aud 
sagacious than himself, and who are too 
wealthy to be overpowered by his purse. 
He will find th at there is nothing to be 
won in this contest by coups dc m ain, and 
that the worse cause cannot be made to 
appear the better one by specious plead­ 
ings or recourse to more sinister methods. 
The Texas and Pacific has no justification 
for its present position, and it is highly 
improbable th at a Court can be found will­ 
ing to grant an injunction upon the show­ 
ing made by th at corporation, when it is 
considered that millions of dollars are at 
stake, and that the equities are all with 
the defendant. 


A DREAM OF A MORMON EMPIRE. 


A queer dispatch comes from Boston, 
about a mysterious gentleman who has 
been sent to Utah on a secret mission by 
the War and Interior Departments, and 
who has succeeded in discovering a won­ 
derful Mormon scheme for the establish­ 
ment of an Empire of Latter Day Saints. 
The modus operatuii is said to be the dis­ 
tribution of the Mormons over as wide au 
area as possible, and the rapid multiplica­ 
tion of their numbers through the institu­ 
tion of polygamy. 
We are reluctantly 
compelled to characterize this narrative asa 
genuine cock-and-bull story. 
Who the 
Boston discoverer is, or whether he has any 
existence outside of the imagination of 
some Boston reporter, is of no practical 
consequence. 
The story of a Mormon em­ 
pire is a silly piece of fiction, worthy only 
of such reckless fabulists as Hepworth 
Dixon and the authors of his school. 
The 
dispersion of the Mormons over the Terri­ 
tories adjoining Utah has not been carried 
far, to begin with. Small Mormon colonies 
have been established in several of the 
Territories, but the rational explanation of 
this policy is that the heads of the Church 
desire to cast out anchors te windward, and 
to prepare themselves if necessary for 
a 
further 
general 
move 
westward. 
The disloyalty of the Mormons is also 
exaggerated. 
They 
are 
not 
perhaps 
very 
fast 
friends 
to 
the 
United 
States Government, but they are certainly 
no worse in this respect than the majority 
of the Southern people, and we have about 
agreed by this time to put away all fears 
of another Southern rebellion. As regards 
the brilliant plan for increasing the Mor­ 
mon population through the medium of 


polygamy, it is proper to point out that 
polygamy never has been and is not now 
by any means a general cnatom among the 
Mormona. 
The fact is that less than ten 
per cent, of them have more than one wife, 
and that their natural increase is very lit­ 
tle greater, if it is at all greater, than that 
of monogamous people. 
If therefore we 
have nothing to apprehend from them until 
they have attained enormous numbers 
through polygamy, we may possess 
our 
souls in peace for two or three hundred 
years at least, and by that time it will 
matter very little how fast they grow. But 
the whole Boston story is of the kind 
which it has been customary to tell to the 
marines, in nautical parlance, aud we are 
really surprised that so obviously nonsensi­ 
cal a yarn should have been sent across 
the continent as though it were a state­ 
ment of undoubted • fact, and of the first 
importance. 


COI KLIKG AND THE HALF-BREEDS. 


In his speech the other day Mr. Conk- 
ling spoke of all the members of thn New 
York Legislature who have refused to vote 
for his re-election, as corrupt and bad 
men. 
He implied th at they were one and 
all rascals, and ho attem pted to read them 
out of the Republican party. 
To the 
thoughtful mind there is something very 
strange about this. 
A few months ago 
the same men who are now abused so bit­ 
terly by Mr. Conkling were elected through 
and by his own “ machine,” and the pre­ 
sumption is that every one of the Re­ 
publican members was regarded then as 
a sterling kind of candidate. 
Certainly 
Mr. Conkling practically vouched for them 
all. 
Certainly he practically declared that 
they were the fittest men to represent the 
Republicans of New York. 
Certainly he 
did what he could to elect them, and cer­ 
tainly he counted upon their obedience and 
servility afterwards. 
W hat then has oc­ 
curred to justify this remarkable change of 
attitude towards them ? They are iu all 
respects the saíne men who not long ago 
were notoriously approved by him. 
Is it 
not altogether too obvious th at their re­ 
fusal to vote for his re-election is the one 
and the only reason for the abuse now 
showered upon them ? There is no escap­ 
ing this conclusion. 
The charge of cor­ 
ruption levelled against them means neither 
more nor less than th at they have had the 
bad taste to differ from Mr. Conkliug in 
regard to the propriety of his re-election. 
Only this and nothing more. 
Yet there 
are still persons who affect to believe that 
the man who is capable of so puerile an 
exhibition of spite possesses the elements 
of greatness. 


THE GREAT EASTERN. 


It is announced that the Great Eastern 
is for sale. 
W here she has been, or what 
doing, for several years, we do not know, 
but a more unlucky vessel surely never wa3 
built. 
She ruined the original projectors 
of her before she was launched. 
When 
the time for launcliing her came she stuck 
upon the ways, and it cost 8200,000 more 
to get her afloat. 
When she was afloat 
it was discovered that there wa3 only one 
harbor in the United Kingdom which she 
could enter w ith a cargo, and that that 
harbor (Milford IlaveD) was far away from 
all the business centers. 
Then 
there 
were several accidents on board of her. 
First she burst her steam-jacket, and killed 
and wounded two or three score of people. 
Then she 
rolled 
so awfully th at on 
one occasion she literally 
churned all 
the passengers’ baggage into a sort of paste, 
with obviously frightful results to the vic­ 
tims. 
She was so much too big for trade 
that it has never grown up to her. ’ At 
intervals suggestions have been made that 
she should be fitted up for this or that new 
kind of transportation, but though a mint 
of money has 
been 
spent upon such 
arrangements none of them have answered, 
and now, after trying and failing in every­ 
thing, the great steamer is to be sold. 
Who will oi can afford to buy her, how­ 
ever, is a pertinent question. 
She is 
usele63 as a carrier, if experience is worth 
anything, and there remains only the des­ 
perate chance th at some ingenious Yankee 
may purchase her on speculation, and suc­ 
ceed in iuventing a use for her. 


TOMBSTONE’S FIERY BAPTISM. 


Tombstone, Arizona, has been burned 
down, but as this is only its first confla­ 
gration of importance old California pio­ 
neers laugh at it, and observe th at the 
Tombstoners must wait until they have 
been burned out five or six times if they 
waut to know how the old San Franciscans 
used to feel. 
It seems to be necessary 
to frontier town th at they should occasion­ 
ally be destroyed, for they grow more sub­ 
stantial every time they are rebuilt, and 
gradually they become so solid that they 
cannot be swept away as before. 
Tomb, 
stone will have forgotten this fire a year 
bence, and will be more flourishing than 
ever, if the mines hold out well. 
It is 
fortunate that there was no loss of life is 
well as destruction of property. 
In the 
old San Francisco fires many a poor fellow 
found a dreadful death, and more than were 
generally reckoned at the time, probably, 
for nobody in those days could afford to 
spend much time in gathering statistics, 
especially mortuary ones. 


GRANT’3 ATTITUDE. 


General Grant has been so completely 
spoiled by sycophants that he has lost hiB 
head. 
His recent coarse abuse of Presi­ 
dent Garfield, of Secretary Blaine, of all 
who are opposed to his former “ machine” 
friends, indicates an inability to realize 
bis true situation which wouid be amusing 
if it were not painful. 
He is not only 
doing his friends a great deal of harm by 
his imprudent and undignified utterances, 
but he is ruining his own reputation, and 
that is a -nuch inore serious matter. 
That 
reputation was so great that it withstood 
successfully the damaging effects of his two 
Presidential terms. 
But this was princi­ 
pally because he kept silence at that time. 
It is now apparent that if he had not held 
his tongue when he was President he never 
could have been elected the second time. 
As it is, a little more indecency and folly 
of the current kind will disillusionize every­ 
body regarding him. 


MR. BRADY BECOMES IMPATIENT. 


It is somewhat singular that directly 
the star-route defendants heard that the 
Government was not prepared to go to 
trial with the charges against them, they 
manifested a burning eagerness to go into 
Court. 
The counsel for Brady exhibited 
on this occasion very much the same kind 
of courage that is sometimes displayed by 
a man in a difficulty when he perceives 


that his antagonist is being held securely 
by some of his friends. 
It is at such 
moments that the judicious combatant 
shrieks most wildly to be allowed to get 
at the liver and lights of his enemy, and 
that he rends the air with 
rhetorical 
declarations as to the bloodthirstiness of 
his intentions. Had Brady and Co. showed 
anything like the same readiness for trial 
before the Government asked tor a post­ 
ponement, 
the 
effect of 
their 
little 
melodramatic 
trick 
wculd 
have 
been 
much better, however. 
As it is, the 
country will be apt to put the two things 
together, and to deduce from the con­ 
junction au opinion not altogether com­ 
plimentary to the sincerity and plain-deal­ 
ing of Brady and Co. 
It will also, per­ 
haps, be doubted whether, when Septem­ 
ber comes, these gentlemen, who are at 
present pining so pitiably for the oppor­ 
tunity to vindicate themselves, will be 
half as forward as they are to-day.

The R e c o r d U n io n was the first paper on 
the Pacific coast to announce th at the comet 
could be seen from this latitude, and to give 
its hour of rising and location. 
Possibly it 
was the first in the U nited States to announce 
it, as no dispatches regarding its appearance 
preceded the statem ent in this paper. 
By 
the way. Professor Davidson says this comet 
has no business here ; it was not expected ; 
is an 
uninvited guest, and generally Í6 
an estray. 
An M¡fchanga 6ays this is possi­ 
bly the comet dis53vered by Professor Lewis 
Swift, May 1st. 
This comet was computed 
by astronomers to be approaching the earth. 
By their calculations the nearest point to the 
earth was to be reached on M ay 20th. 
On 
May 1st, the date of discovery, the comet 
presented the appearance of a faint round 
disc, less than 1 in diameter, with some cen­ 
tral condensation and ill-defined edges. 
On 
the 20th of M ay the brightness should have 
been three times th at at the time of discov­ 
ery. 
The orbits did not resemble th at of any 
known comet. 
This comet is described in 
Science to be a bright comet in right ascen­ 
sion* Oh. 0m., declination 37“ north, and to 
rh-e a little before the sun and move slowly 
southward. 
I t is added • 
If the present m onster should prove to be th at of 
Swift, it U nearly a month behind hand, or has been 
kept out of sight by the sun. The thtory is ad­ 
vanced th at the comet has been deflected from its 
true course by the great planetary conjunction, and 
has thus been erratic. 
Vi hetber it is in reality ap­ 
proaching the sun or the earth cannot yet be ascer­ 
tained. Again, another theory is advanced, and 
th at the most awe-inspiring of ali, th at Encbe’s 
comet hii9 been hastened in its rush through space 
by the attraction < f the conjoined planets, and has 
had its orbit considerably lessened. This comet has 
Leen the source of much speculation and several 
conflic.ing theories, some of which have struck ter 
ror into the hearts of mankind. 
I t is believed that those who saw the celes­ 
tial vault early this morning looked upon one 
of the grandest sights vouchsafed,the eyes of 
man, to wit the moon, Venus and M ercury 
nearly in a line with the earth, and an un­ 
known and mysterious comet blaziDg almost 
in the name lin* (as appears to the eye). 
Prof. Proctor in speaking of the comet of 
1830, visible in Australia, says: 
Views respecting it, not by fanciful theorlzers, but 
by mathematicians of eminence by no means prone 
to adopt wild and startling ideas, suggest the pos­ 
sibility, nay,, even some degree of probability, th at 
this comet "may bring danger to the solar system. 
Like the comet of 1810, it parsed within about 190,­ 
0 0 0 miles from the solar surface, and or. a path very 
sim ilar to that pursued by the comet of 1843 while 
in the neighborhood of the «un. The comet of 1S8Q 
id, in fact, identical with th at of 1843, but its period 
is diminishing r ipidly, so th at at an early date it 
moy fall into the sun,w ith this alarm ing immediate 
result—that all the higher forms of life, at least,will 
be destroyed off the surface of the earth. 
* 
* 
* 
W ithout saying that I consider there is absolute 
danger of such an outburst in the cose of our own 
sun when the comet of 1843 shall be absorbed by 
him (¡x result which will, in my opinion, most eer- 
t iiuly take place), 1 will go so !ar aa to express my 
belief th at if ever the day is to come ‘‘when the 
heavens shall dissolve with fervent heat,” the cause 
of the catastrophe will be the downfall of some great 
comet 
on 
the su r. 
* 
* 
It 
is certain 
th at if 
at any time a great 
eomet, failing 
directly upou the 
sun, should, by the swift 
rush of its m eteoric components, excite the flame 
of the sun t > a lu.-ter far ex ceding th at with which 
he at present shines, the sudden access cf luster 
and of heat will prove destructive to every living 
creature, or a t any rate to ali the higher forms of 
life upon this earth. 
And though in a few days the 
tu n m ight resume his ordinary luster, and no longer 
glow with abnormal heat, he would pour his rays 
on a family of worlds in which not one of the 
higher forms either of vegetable or animal life 
would remain in existence. 
* 
* 
Such, indeed, 
was the nature of the change which effected the so- 
cdled “ new star” in th e N orthern Crown in 1S66. 
For a day or two it shone out with several hundred 
times its usual luster, and doubtless it poured forth 
during those few days several hundred times its 
usual heat. 
Then gradually its fires cooled, its 
luster dim inished, and after a few weeks had 
passed it shone as it had shone before for hundreds 
of years, w ith the luster of a ninth m agnitude star 
only. 
I t is tib e added that many hold to the theory 
th at the eomet of to-day is Encke’s, which 
was discovered in 1818 and corresponded to 
the comet of 1805. 
Eocke found its orbit to 
be three years and four month*, and its per- 
helion within the orbit of M ercury and its 
apheli n between the Asteroids anil the orbit 
of Jupiter. 
I t is described as invisible to the 
naked eye, except in very favorable circum­ 
stances. 
I t has no tail at times, and has a 
motion like that of the planets from west to 
east. 
A comparison of the several periods of 
this interesting object has led to the discovery 
th at its time of revolution is gradually dimin­ 
ishing, a fact regarded by Encke and other 
astronomers as indicative of the existence of 
an ethereal medium. 
The foundation f r the 
theory th at the present is Encke’s comet is 
that the conjunction of the planets has had 
an influence upon the comet, and hence its 
sudden appearance. 
The Call «ays that Professor H anks of San 
Francisco believes th at the tail of this comet 
is being driven from the sun. which would 
seem to point to the fact th at the comet had 
made its nearest approach to the sun, and was 
now speeding away. 
This, however, is but a 
rough conjecture, 
unassisted by accurate 
observation.

T he “ C ry o f T in .”— If a piece of tin 
is bent, it emits a sound ; this, being re­ 
garding as a property peculiar to tin, has 
been termed the "c ry of tin .” This p m- 
nomenou is explained by the peculiar 
crystalline structure of the metal. 
R est, 
oning that, if this explanation be the true 
one, t ’.en other meta's obviously crystal­ 
line in s ructure should also exhibit 'h i 
phenomenon, J. C. Douglas, who me rd- 
his observations in the Chemical Newt, 
heated a piece of rolled zinc for a few 
minutes to a temperature somewhat below 
its melting-point, when the ir.etal bccime 
much less tough, and its fracture decidedly 
crystalline. On bending a piece so treat d, 
it emitted a sound weaker than that en.it- 
t.,1 by tin, but of the same nature. 
Ca t- 
zinc cannot be bentreadily ; but if pinched 
between the teetii or with pliers, it emits 
j the sound distinctly. 
The conclusion, 
’ therefore, is that the cry of tin is one to 
crystalline structure, and may be emitted 
by zinc and probably by other metals when 
crystalline in structure.

in use. 
Practical trials have proved th at ¡he proper 
proportion between tenacity aa-i elastic­ 
ity of th se coiled wire strings is obtained 
when the spindle, around which it has 
been wound, has a diam eter equal to that 
of the w ire. 
The two ends of a string are 
hooked together, and each string (the num­ 
ber varying according to the pov.er trar.s- 
nrtted) is ¡aid in a groove on the pulleys. 
This method of transmission is reported to 
be cheap and effective. 
T he Comparative A natomy of Loco­ 
motive Engines 
In a paper read by 
G.orge Burnham Jr., at a recent meeting 
of the Civil Engineers’ Clnb of Philadel­

to show the absurdity of putting a five- 
sixteenths or three-eighths patch on an old 
one-quarter inch boiler sh ell; yet it is not 
so rare an occurrence as one would imag­ 
ine. 
A piece of new iron three-sixteenths 
of an inch thick, will, in most cases, be 
found to be stronger than that portion of a 
one-quarter inch old plate needing repairs.

N ew Y o rk , June 24th.—The Tribune'» 
Long Branch correspondent says : If any one 
supposes th at this is a focus of political news, 
he is greatly mistaken. 
Certain newspapers 
have been trying_ to make it so appear, 
but their few facts' have been diluted with a 
vast quantity of imagination and invention. 
The President does not talk politics nor see 
people who come to make him talk. 
H e re­ 
ceives very few callers, and the news of his 
disposition to shut himself up to rest with his 
family keeps away visitors. 
He does not 
even get earlier information of the ballots at 
A lbany than he finds in the New Y ork even­ 
ing papers. 
He Beenis to delight in the op- 
S 
ortunity—the first ¡B a year—to smoke, 
rive, walk and chat with his family and a 
few friends—in a word, to be his own master 
for a few days. 
H is health is excellent, and 
the long anxiety about his wife being re­ 
moved, he looks more cheerful than he has 
done fur many weeks. 
Last night, at the Veteran's banquet, the 
name of President Garfield was heartily re­ 
ceived, and, in his absence. Secretary W in- 
dom made a cordial response to a toast in his 
honor, eulogizing his traits of character, abil­ 
ity and integrity. 
C ran l's P osition—The K arflrltl I.filer. 
N ew Y o rk , June 24:h.—The Tribune's 
Lang Branch correspondent says : G rant has 
not yet called upon the President. 
A good 
deal of curiosity is felt to see whether he will 
allow his disapproval of the appointm ent of 
a man as Collector of New York, who did not 
vote for him at Chicago, to keep him from 
crossing the street and calling upon the Presi­ 
dent. 
Thus far he has made no sign of per­ 
forming the social duty which he owes to his 
own position as well as to th at of the Presi­ 
dent. 
Some personal friends of his say, how­ 
ever, that he will call before the President 
takes his departure. 
As to the correspond­ 
ence which passed between G rant and Gar­ 
field after Robertson’s nomination it may be 
said on good authority th at if G rant wishes 
to publish it there will be no objection on the 
other side. The President’s letter, which is 
said to have been very quiet and dignified in 
tone, elicited no reply from Grant. I t seemed 
to have closed effectually the argument. 
People who have seen both letters say their 
publication would produce a fiesh political 
sensation.

Owing to old 
age and the failing health of Collector Highy, 
the Departm ent has been endeavoring for 
two years past to have him removed. 
His 
subordinates have been taking advantage of 
bis infirm condition and misappropriated the 
Government funds. 
Some of these officers 
have been removed and the losses made 
good. 
The defalcation of Hebbard was dis­ 
covered two months ago, and he is under in­ 
dictm ent for fraudulent trai «action» brought 
to light by Internal Revenue Agent Somer­ 
ville, of Illinois, who has been on special 
duty in the California district several months. 
Somerville has been instructed by Commis­ 
sioner ltauin to prosecute the offending per­ 
sons to the full extent of the law.

N ew Y o rk , June 24th.—The Time* on 
A uditor French, says: 
"N othing is said 
officially as yet about the results of his visit 
to the Pacific coast, but while in San F ran ­ 
cisco he saw fit to make a report to the Presi­ 
dent of the Central Pacific Railroad, in which 
he gsve assurance that he should deem it his 
duty at an early day to communicate with the 
Attorney-General of the U nited States, with 
a view to a discontinuance of the proceedings 
instituted against th at company ia the Cir­ 
cuit Court of the United States for the South­ 
ern District of New York. This was a very ex­ 
traordinary proceeding, and it is reported that 
the Government is by no means satisfied with 
French’s course, a ’, whatever his conclusions 
might be, and whatever occasion he may

land her rights?

“ W fiat, then,” asked the reporter, “ m ust

Mails for the U nited States of Colombia are 
made up at and discharged from the New 
Y ork and San Francisco Postoffiees, and cor­ 
respondence for Colombia po.-ted a t other 
U nited States offices should be forwarded 
either to New Y oik or San Francisco, as may 
be the most expeditious. 
The T rouble in In d ia n T erritory. 
W a s h in g to n , June 24th.—T h etro ih le in 
Indian Territory arises mainly from different 
interpretations of the treaty stipulations and 
of the perm it laws passed by the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Legislatures 
in requiring 
merchants, 
farmers, 
mechanics, 
laborers, 
etc., who are citizens of the U uited States, 
to pay a small yearly tax for the privilege of 
plying their different vocations within the 
limits of these Indian countries. 
The Secre­ 
tary of the Interior in 1877 decided that these 
permit laws imposing taxes upon foreigners 
were without authority, so far as the collec­ 
tion of taxes were concerned. 
M ar.y white 
settlers and individual Choctaws and Chicka- 
eaws construed this decision to perm it per­ 
sons to enter the 
country without the 
consent of 
the 
Indian authorities, 
and 
since 
then 
many 
whites, 
a t 
the 
in­ 
vitation 
of 
individual 
Choctaws, 
have 
established themselves in the Indian country, 
and refused to either remove or pay the tax. 
The question of the validity of these “ permit” 
law3 was subm itted to Congress, and referred 
to the Judiciary Committee of the Senate iu 
1879. who reported th at the laws are not in­ 
valid. 
Secretary Kirkwood, being pressed on 
one hand by the Indian authorities to aid in 
the expulsion of all intruders, and on the 
other uatia by friends of the white set­ 
tlers to 
prevent the expulsion, and in 
view 
of 
the 
uncertainty of 
the laws 
bearing 
on 
the 
m atter, 
has 
decided 
to subm it all legal questions in the m atter to 
the Attorney-General, urging a speedy opin­ 
ion. 
Secretary Kirkwood to-day received 
from F ort Smith, Ks.. the resolutions adopted 
at the mass meeting of citizens yesterday. 
The resolutions m aintain th at the Indian au­ 
thorities of the Choctaw nation have passed 
a law assigning a very heavy tax upon all 
white persons without indian rightB to carry 
on any trade or occupation within the limits 
of the nation, and deploring the action of the 
Choctaw nation in attem pting to enforce 
such a law at a time when such enforcement 
would work great injury, hardship and suffer­ 
ing upon the white settlers. 
The Secretary 
is earnestly implored to take such steps un 
behalf of the people as in his judgment may 
be necessary to postpone the enforcement of 
the law in question until the present growing 
crop is gathered. 
The T roub le B etw een th e f a ille Men and 
P ah u trs. 
D e n v e r (Col.), June 24tb.—The Durango 
Record says : General Hoffman, who, after 
the murder of M ajor Thurman and Smith, 
on M ay 1st, went to the scene cf difficulty 
with troopB as a guide, has just returned. He 
says an Indian war is on hand. 
A fter the 
above murder two companies of troops went 
to Mancos, and found all the cattlemen or­ 
ganizing to drive out the l ’ahutes. 
They 
collected fifty-fo sr men, and on June 3d went 
into camp with the troops, and sent four 
scouts to the Fahute strongholds. The troops 
left on the 5th, supposing the cattlemen were 
going to round up their cattle. 
The troops 
went to the Blue M ountains, ten miles 
from the Indians’ village. 
The 
Indians 
fled and built barricades. 
The troops were 
given an order that if the Indians opened 
tire to return it, and the men were almost 
crazy to get a chance at them . 
The cattle 
men not appearing. Colonel Crofton, com­ 
manding the troops, discovered their object 
to be a fight. 
On the evening of the 4th the 
cattle men elected officers—Dawson Captain 
and W illiam Slay Lieutenant, and started 
for the Indian village with a force consisting 
of forty-nino well-armed men and twelve 
pack-mules. 
Oa Sunday, June 5th, six men 
left at O'Donnell’s cabin, and the military, 
being out of rations, returned to the Big 
Bend of the Dolores. 
The next day twelve 
Indians, appearing at the cabin waving a rag 
claiming to be friendly, were permitted to 
come in. 
They stated that they were bound 
to Uncompabgre, but were afterwards dis­ 
covered going in the direction of the cattle 
men. 
The cattle men had started in pursuit 
of a big herd of horses, and, running short of 
provisions, sent O'Donnell and Robinson after 
beef. 
W hile killing the beet twelve Indians 
were discovered. 
The two men fled in the 
direction of the troops. 
They not reappear­ 
ing, Lieutenant M ay nnd five men were sent 
to look for them, and have net since been 
heard of. and are supposed to have been 
killed. 
The remainder < I the men followed 
the Indians into Sierra La Sal, at the head 
of Mill creek. 
Last Thursday morning, 
while they were getting cattle, the Indians 
attacked them, killing W ills and Robinson, 
of M anco', and J . H . K kri.lge, the W ilson 
brothers and all the settlers iu Grand valley 
are supposed to have been killed. 
Eighteen 
or tw enty of the original party of cattlemen 
have been missing for several days, and are 
supposed to be killed. 
Among them is Ike 
Stockton. 
Four companies of the Ninth 
Cavalry, a company commanded by Cap­ 
tain Carroll 
and a detachm ent of the 
Thirteenth Cavalry, start from F ort Lewis 
for the seat of war in San Ju an county, 
U tah, 125 miles west of Durango. 
The 
Pahutes are renegades from their tribes, the 
Southern Utes, who show no signs of hospi­ 
tality. 
The Mormon settlers of Bluff City 
had half their cattle run cff by the Navajoes. 
An outbreak is threatened and a massacre is 
feared. 
Lieutenants Davis and Hall, from 
F ort Lewis, arrived since Ilefferman, and re­ 
port further fighting a t the seat of war. re­ 
sulting in the death of W illiam M ay and 
seven Indians.
